Everything is shadow free and 
there is concentrated lighting for

He m ay have foreseen that the best way 


to start was to blast open the question of 
what is going to become of the Allied sector 
of Berlin—the “tail” the Big Three is holding. 


He may have foreseen that this would in­ 
duce a condition of Allied hysteria, 
which 
would get progressively worse until some far- 
seeing statesm en would propose that Germany 
be reunited as a buffer state, independent of 
direct intervention by both the Soviet Union 
and the Big Three. 


That is precisely what the Soviet Union 
would like most, because otherwise W e s t 
Germany m ust continue to be an Allied 
fortress. 


That is what the Big Three would be glad 
to settle for eventually. They do not plan to 
stay in West Germany forever. 


PREMIER KHRUSHCHEV, it would ap­ 
pear, has given more thought to the sequel of 
the bear-by-the-tail story than his counter­ 
parts in the United States, G reat Britain and 
France. They merely have talked about get­ 
ting rid of the dilemma. 
Khrushchev has 
started to do something about it. 


He has caused widespread alarm by dis­ 
turbing the status quo. But he also has ap­ 
pealed to the powerful desire of the German 
people to get rid of the physical presence of 
the Allied victors who occupied their country 
at the end of World War II. 


The score in the latest round of the high- 
stakes game between the Soviet Union and 
the Western Allies stands at Khrushchev 1, 
Dulles 0.

“ revolution” 
which 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt sometimes refers to with 
a sweetness more disturbing than 
beguiling seems to be a fascist- 
proletarian development. 
The characteristics are plainer 
day by day. In dealing with unique 
movements in history, we have to 
use old labels until developments 
give existence to new and perm an­ 
ent term s. “ Fascist” comes handy 
here as a provisional title for Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s revolution because that * 
revolution has been taken up with 
exuberant zeal by many million­ 
aires. foremost among them her 
own late husbnd. 
At least a thousand millionaires 
can be counted in the fold to the 
left of “ center” and that is why I 
regard this as a fascist sort of rev­ 
olution rather than as the straight, 
Red Marxian terror which started 
all this in Petrograd in 1917. Most 
of us forget that Mussolini’s fasc­ 
ism was numerically more prolet­ 
arian than capitalistic. It was a 
great popular movement. Mussolini 
was an idol. 


AND THE FACT THAT millions 
of the lower economic classes, the 
common 
man as the 
Roosevelt 
movement called the American cit­ 
izen. have joined this American 
revolution only rounds out the sim­ 
ilarity to Mussolini’s- 
Roosevelt, 
too. was a leader in the same sense 
but to a lesser degree. His wife 
seriously called him our “ elected 
ruler.” 
Later, history may call all this 


and escape wrong forecats, but he hasn’t 
strength to resist female forecasters. 


GOOD LUCK to Institute of Climology! Its 
job will be interesting.

Aids a 
services to agriculture take a 7- 
billion-dollar bite out of the cur­

federal 
budget. Signs r u n 
against a sharp drop. 
The experts reasoning: 
The great technical revolution in 
agriculture shows no evidence of 
»lowing down or stopping. 


AT FIRST it was 
mechanical. 
Machines replaced men, and hor­ 
ses and mules. Output per man- 
hour shot up. and production also 
gained heavily from release of 
millions of acres from support 
of the “ power* 'anim als.

WASHINGTONO (A P )-T he Rus­ 
sians and Red Chinese are now 
testing the United States’ basic 
t foreign policy — containment — 
which was thought out and start­ 
ed in the late 1940s. 
That policy called for military 
alliances 
and bases around the 
perim eter of the Communist world 
to prevent its expansion. It worked 
fine so long as the Communist 
world was weak and trying to get 
organized. It’s weak no longer. 
The policy of containment is 
also 
essentially 
preservation 
of 
the status quo. And since its in­ 
ception the West has been con­ 
ducting a holding operation, with 
no new ideas. 
But in a changing world, indefi­ 
nite preservation of the status quo 
is an illusion. It’s like riding up 
to meet onrushing events in a 
rocking chair. The result: 
Instead 
of 
acting 
with 
new 
ideas, fresh approaches, the West 
has been reduced simply to re­ 
acting when the Communist world, 
Soviet or Red Chinese, has acted. 
Once again it is being forced to 
react—this time against the great­ 
est Soviet test of Western com­ 
ment at Berlin. The Soviets want 
the Western powers to abandon 
this city which is 110 miles with­ 
in Communist E ast Germany. 
That would leave the city—al­ 
ready divided between West Ger­ 
mans and E ast German Commu­ 
nists—an 
island 
entirely 
within 
the sea of Communist East G er­ 
many. Almost- certainly the city 
would be engulfed by communism.

NEW YORK (AP) - “There is 
an awfu l lot of tightrope walking 
in the world today ,” said Ogden 
Nash. 
“There are so ma ny sore toes 
that a hu morist can’t help step­ 
ping on a few.” 
When he was 10 and his older 
sister was abou t to be married, 
Nash composed an ode long cher­ 
ished by his family . It began: 
“ The beau tifu l spring at last is 
here, 
And has taken my sister I sadly 
fear.” 
Some 46 y ears, 50,000 pu blished 
lines, and a million chu ckles later, 
Nash is widely rated as Amer­ 
ica’s most su ccessfu l writer of 
light v erse. 
His 13 books—-the latest is, “You 
Can’t Get There From Here” — 
hav e sold nearly two million cop­ 
ies. With the possible ex ception of 
Robert Frost, he probably is the 
only well known American au thor 
who has made a liv ing in the last 
qu arter centu ry from v erse. 
“I’m something of a freak,” he 
admitted. “I’v e been lu cky .” 
Bu t ev en Nash has fou nd it ad­ 
v isable to toil part-time in other 
v iney ards. He lectu res, has done 
two stints in Holly wood, written 
ly rics for Broadway shows, ap­ 
peared as a TV panelist. 
His latest telev ision assignment 
was to write the ly rics for six 
songs for “Peter and the Wolf,” 
starring Art Carney and presented 
Su nday ov er the ABC-TV network. 
“The only lov e song was su ng 
by a near-sighted dog to a du ck 
u nder the impression she was a 
water spaniel,” he said. 
This kind of chore delights the 
offbeat mind of Nash, master of 
the kind of ou trageou s rhy mes 
that tickle modern readers bu t 
giv e traditional poets a desire to 
beat their heads against a wall. 
“ I think in terms of rhy me, and 
Slav e since I was six y ears old,” 
be said. 
He once almost fell in lov e with 
a lady named Mrs. Blorange. She 
fascinated him becau se of the sin» 
tlarity of her name to orange 
which, 
like 
the 
words 
silv er 


' 


and pilgrim, hav e no dictionary 
rhy mes. 
Nash began his career compos­ 
ing streetcar card ads at $100 a 
month for a firm which prev iou s­ 
ly had employ ed F. Scott Fitzger­ 
ald in this task. 
“I nev er wrote a car card that 
appeared in New York City ,” he 
said. 
“Ju st 
places 
like 
Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio.” 
Nash, a soft-v oioed, hazel-ey ed 
six footer with an habitu al ex pres­ 
sion of absent-minded inqu iry , is 
a painstaking craftsman. He tu rns 
ou t only one or two v erses a week 
now, writing in pencil on sheets 
of y ellow paper. 
“I work at home becau se there 
are so many interru ptions there,” 
he remarked. 
“I like interru p­ 
tions.” 
Neither the ideas nor the rhy mes 
come easily . Writing is still hard 
work to him. 
“The Lord doesn’t u su ally de­ 
liv er ev ery thing to y ou in one 
package as a ru le,” he observ ed 
dry ly . 
Althou gh he has strong dou bts 
his v erses hav e endu ring literay 
qu ality — “fashions 
in hu mor 
change as in ev ery thing else”— 
he believ es “ any thing that is to 
last more than fiv e y ears has to 
be more than merely clev er. 
“I like to think that behind my 
work there is a consistent indi­ 
v idu al point of v iew toward life 
—something more than ju st jokes 
and odd rhy mes.” 
His v iewpoint? 
“This is ou r world, and we’re 
locked in it,” he said, “and we 
hav e to learn to su rv iv e together, 
whether we lov e or admire each 
ether or not. We mu st adju st to 
each other.”
